CCORDING to the latest 
computations of those who 
compile our ‘‘ Costs of Living 
Jndex,’’ trom the current prices 
of a variety of life’s necessities, 
the supply of ME which could 
have been bought for £100 in 1914

Thus—comparing immediately pre- 
war conditions with those of to-day 
—we find that an assortment of 
household goods which could have 
been bought for £10 in 1938 cost £13 
in the later months of last year. and 
now requires ther expenditure of 
between £15 and £16 without resort 
to *‘ black-market ” transactions. 

In fact, and as a matter of every- 
day experience, that fall of seven 
shillings in the purchasing power of 
the £1 of 1 fails to convey a 
complete picture of the actual depre- 
ciation which has occurred. While 
many of the principal items which 
constitute the official cost of living 
figures have been subjects of con- 
trolled prices (kept down by means 
of subsidies which are met & taxes 
paid by consumers) a wide variety 
of commodities not taken into 
account in computing cost of living 
figures have risen to double or treble 
their pre-war prices. While many 
of such items may fairly be regarded 
as luxuries, others—such as certain 
types of household equipment and 
food—come within the category of 
domestic necessities. 

When all such allowances are made 
it can be assumed that to-day’s 
average purchasing power of the 1938 
pound note is somewhere between 
ten and twelve shillings in the 
twenty-six counties. 


CURRENCY NOTES 

Confirmation of that estimate of 
depreciated money values is supplied 
by the fact that issues of legal 
tender notes by the Currency Com- 
mission have more than doubled since 
1939, while external trade has 
diminished, and there has been no 
increase in the volume (i.e., the true 
economic value) of trade within the 
twenty-six counties. 

A turther index to the increased 
costs of commodities is to be found 
on page 172 of the recently-issued 
‘Statistical Abstract’’ for 1942, 
which shows that the average prices 
of imported goods had more than 
doubled betwe December, 1938, 
and December, 9941—since when the 
upward trend of prices has continued 
to operate. 

During the three years in which 
import prices rose by more than 100 
per cent. the prices of twenty-six- 
county exports only increased by 
slightly over 80 per cent. As the

DEMAND by the Irish Local 
Government Officials’ Ufion 

for a revised cost of living 

bonus is being considered by Mr. P. 
J. Hernon, City Manager and Town 
Clerk. 
The Union seeks a bonus based on 
the 265 index figure. 
An official told a reporter yester- 
day that they had received no bonus 
since the figure stood at 185, more 
than a year ago. A special meeting 
of the Union will be held to-morrow 
to devise ways and means of pub- 
licising their campaign. Three 
grades of minor officials are particu- 
jarly affected. Through the with- 
holding of bonus payments those in 
receipt ¢f £65 er annam are losing 
per annum; those in receipt 

of £150, £94; and those in receipt 
of £250, £176 per annum. They 
are insisting now that they should 
be paid the increase from January 
Ist, 1943. 
The officials are tied to the same 
slidiug scale arrangement as obtained 


in the Civil Service. Like civil 
servants, they were subjected to 
stabilisation at the time of the 
Standstill Order, but unlike them, 


Mr. A, Heron, General Secretary of 
the Union, pointed out, they did not 
receive the concession given to the 
Civil Service as from June last. The 
case of an officer on a basic salary

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CHUNGKING, Monday. — Large 
Japanese forces massed near the 
Hupeh-Anwhei border attacked in 
several columns on December 19. A

NEW GUINEA, Monday.—‘ The, 
Japanese forces in New Guinea.are.

MENIN GATE 
DESIGNER 


Sir Beginald Blomfield, the 
‘architect who designed the Menin 
Gate, died yesterday at his home at 
Frognal, Hampstead, London, a few 
days after his 86th birthday. 


Sir Reginald, who will be 
remembered also for his design for 
the completion of the a 
Circus Quadrant and Lambet 


Bridge, was intensely opposed to 
ugliness in buildings. 

The Menin Gate, one of the most 
impressive of all the memorials 
erected on the old Western Front, 
commemorated the 250,000 officers 
and men of the British Forces who 
laid down their lives in the Ypres 
salient. It bore nearly 55,000 names 
of those who have no known graves. 
Every night, until the present war 
began, buglers from the Ypres Fire 
Brigade used to sound the '' Last 
Post ” there, and thousands of people 
have made a pilgrimage to the 
memorial. 

Sir Reginald was the grandson of 
Dr. C. J. Blomfield, a former Bishop 
of London. With his white moustache 
and ‘‘imperial,” he had a 
distinguished appearance. He was 
responsible for the alterations and 
extensions of Chequers, the United 
Universities’ Club, the Goldsmiths’ 
College, New Cross; the Holbourne 
Museum, Bath; and the new build- 
ings for Lady Margaret Hall, 
Oxford. |

The following communiqué was 
issued last night from Allied H.Q., 
North Africa :— 

‘Vigorous patrolling is being 
carried out in larened areas. One 
patrol attacked an enemy detachment 
on the Medjez el Bab-Tebourba road, 
inflicting casualties and capturing 
several risoners. Enemy motor 
vehicles located on a farm in the 
same general area were shelled and 
forced to retire. Another of our 
patrols drove off enemy units with- 
out loss to itself. 

‘“‘ Our fighter aircraft made sweeps 
over forward areas yesterday. During 


the night of December 26-27 we 
bombed objectives behind the 
enemy’s lines. Heavy bombers 


yesterday attacked the harbour at 
Sousse. Ships, docks and _ ware- 
houses were hit, with satisfactory 
results. None of our aircraft is 
missing from these operations. 

‘* Eight members of the crew of 
one of our bombers reported missing 
on December 26, after a raid on 
Bizerta, are safe. The ‘plane landed 
in friendly territory away from its 
base. On the return from the opera- 
tion this bomber shot down an enemy 
fighter.’’

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Monday.—A special

1940. : 

The unqualified approval by the 
de Gaulle spokesman in Washington 
to Giraud’s appointment is significant. 
General de Gaulle had an interview 
with Mr. Eden, Foreign Secretary, 
in London. yesterday. The British 
Government may, in view of latest 
developments, expedite the appoint- 
ment of a British Resident Minister 
in North Africa. 

Mr. Cordell Hull, United States 
Secretary of State, expressed yester- 
day his gratification at General 
Giraud’s appointment.— (Reuter atid 
Press Association.) 


Hopesfor “Union 
of France” 


General de Gaulle, broadcasting 
to France last night from London, 
said that France had never heen 
out of the war, de a or de jure. 

“A renowned French military 
leader, General Girand—and I can 
testify that the Government of the 
Republic regretted at the worst 
moments of the Battle of France 
that he could not be appointed 
Generalissimo because he had been 
taken prisoner by the enemy-—has 
begun to draw into combat part of 
the troops of North Africa. Áiready 
these troops have obtained great 
successes, which will increase. 

‘Their comrades, who, on land, 
on sea and in the, air, have been 
able to resume the fight at different 
dates in different theatres of war, 
salute their help and their glory, 
and hope that all those who bear 
the arms of France may merge into 
a single French Army, a single 
French Navy, a single French Air 
Force. 

It seemed thal the union of the 
whole Empire in the war would, 
perhaps, soon be realisable in con- 
ditions consonant with the will and 
dignity of the French people. 


PETAIN’S PROTEST 


Vichy radio last night broadcast a 


statement attributed to Marshal 
Pétain disowning General Giraud 
and those under his orders. Marshal 


Pétain declared that Giraud “has no 
legal authority, and can pretend to 
none,” and refused him “the right 
to speak and act in my name.’ 

Also disowned were ‘‘all the un- 
worthy leaders wlu have surrendered 
French Africa to the British and 
American's, despite Pétain’s orders 
to resist aggression.”’ 

“They have affirmed,” stated 
Marshal Peétain, “that their actions 
expressed my innermost thoughts. I 
contradict these statements by a 
most formal denial. I have given 
them the order to resist aggression 
and to fight, and they had the means 
to do this. They have not done sq, 
and, by breaking. their word, they 
have forfeited their honour and 
sacrificed the interests of France.”

DEATH OF IRISH GOLF 
PIONEER

Another link with the early davs of 
golf in Southern Ireland has been broken 
by the death on Christmas Duy of Mr. 
Robert Andrew Anderson, Presideit of 
the Irish Agricultural (ganisaiion 
Sociely and past captain of tne Royal

One of the pioneers of the game in 
this country and @ contemporary of the 
late Mr. John Lumsden. founder of the 
Dublin club who had their first course 
in the Phenix Park near the Magazine 
Fort, Mr. Anderson learned his golf on 
the wind-swept links of the Lahinch 
Club, of which he was one of the early 
members. On coming to reside in Dublin 
he joined the golfers at Dollymount, 
where his outstanding ability as an 
organiser and his striking personality 
immediately beganeto leave their mark 
on the affairs of the club, of which he 
became captain in 1928. 

At no time during his lengthy associa- 
tion with the game was Mr. Anderson’s 
golf up to championship class, and. 
although for some years ha had not been 
seen at Dollymount. he maintained to the 
end his connection with the club.

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WING . the announcement 
the British Minister of Food 
rd Woolton) that deh drated 
meat will soon be available in Britain, 
comes the news of the latest develop- 
ment in the interesting science of 
dehydration. 

ethods of dehydration vary with 
the foods treated. In Britain the first 
large-scale dehydration machinery 
was installed in widely-dispersed 
biscuit factories. Here in ovens o 
up to 220 feet in length moisture is 
removed at up to 600 degrees Fahren- 
heit until biscuits are reduced to ap- 
proximately one-quarter of the dimen- 
sions of the unprepared ingredients. 

Milk and eggs are dehydrated in 
America by what is known as the 
spraying process. They are forced 
into a fine spray at the top of a 
drying tank. Warm, dry air swirling 
around in the tank takes the moisture 
out of the spray and tiny dry 
particles collect at the bottom of the 
tank. 


MEAT 


The American process of dehydrat- 
ing meat at the Agricultural Re- 
search Centre at Beltsville, }‘ary- 
land, rather resembles milling with 
the addition of heat Strips of meat 
are first fed to two metal wheels 
resembling millstones. These, re- 
volving in opposite directions, are 
heated to a temperature of 337 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Fixed scrapers 
peel the meat off after each revolu- 
tion of the wheels, feeding the scrap- 
ings into trays. 

The trays, filled with’ meat sc: p- 
ings, are then placed into cabinets, 
through which air heated to 160 de- 
grees Fahrenheit is driven through 
until only three per cent. of the 
moisture of the meat, which in its 
original state i: two-thirds water, 


remains. The dehydrated meat looks 
like rust-coloured powder, and it 
must be thoroughly boiled before 


use. 
‘Much of the testing work with 
dehydrated meat is concentrated on 
whether the products are safe,” 
savs Mr, Claude R. Wickard, U.S. 
Director of Food. ‘Scientists have 
tested meat products that have been 
stored at least two months, and 
there were no signs of danger. We 
are continuing our tests over longer 
storage periods.’’ 

Previous wars have brought major 
changes in food processing. The 
Napoleonic Wars brought canning. 
The American Civil War brought 
condensed milk. The last war 
brought the development of evapora- 
ted milk, while in this war the 
accent is on dehydrated foods.

resulted in regaining a considerable 
extent of territory, besides—which 
was even more important—inflicting 
hardships of unexpected serious- 
ness on the Axis armies. This 
year we are witnessing a repeti- 
tion of the procedure, but one 
which is characteri certain 
well-marked differences, resulting 
from the differences in the German 
offensives on each occasion. Last 
ear the Axis offensive was launched, 
broadly speaking, anywhere «nd 
everywhere. The Russian counter- 
offensive largely conformed: wherever 
territory could be won back it was 
occupied; where it could not be re- 
taken it was left in Axis possession. 
But, in a general way, it could be 
pronounced that recovery of lost ter- 
ritory—of mili‘ary value for one 
reason or another—was the guiding 
motif of the Russians. 

This year the German offensive 
had been more limited and definite, 
and the main Russian counter-stroke 
has corresponded—both alike in the 
south, between Voronezh and tne 
Black Sea. Before, however, con- 
sidering this” main counter-stroke,” 
it will be advisable to dispose of «nat 
on what is commonly called ‘‘ the 
central front’’—thorgh confined to 
the northern sub-sector thereof. 
Here, in the region of Rzev, the 
Russian effort has made no strategical 
headway—beyond that of tieing-up 
Axis forces of meá and material, of 
course. Here it was & question of 
attacking consolidated positions that 
already a year ago had proved their 
worth. 


RUSSIAN AIM 


The case was otherwise in the 
South. Here it was a matter of 
fighting on terrain which the Axis 
had only recently occupied—begin- 
ning May, 1942. Moreover, mg 
the months since then, fighting ha 
been continuous and on such a heavy 
scale that it was not easy for the 
Axis to devote time and energy to 


consolidating the ground gained. 
The organisation, in a defensive 
sense, of the Voronezh-Stalingrad 


sector could not possibly compare 
with that of Veliki Luki-Rzev. More- 
over, this was precisely the sector 
against which the Russians were 
most favourably situated to launch 
their still great resources in a true 
du fort au faible effort. This time, 
too, the Russian aim was definitely 
less of a territorial character than 
last year. They sought not so much 
to recover territory as to inflict a 
major strategic defeat on the entire 
Hoth group of armies. They endea- 
voured to make the position—hattle

TURKEY AND HAM 
‘* LEFT-OVERS - 


Turkey and plum pudding are all 
very well in anticipation during the 
exciting days before Christmas, and 
the orgy itself is usually well up to 
expectations, but the reaction has 
now set in, and for the benefit of 
those who are still offended by the 
sight of “ leít-overs” we give a 
few ways of dressing them up to 
give them new life. 

Try simmering the ham bone 
together with the turkey bones, with 
a few bacon rinds as well, and see 
what a tasty stock you will have. 
This can be used as the basis for a 
variety of delicious vegetable soups, 
such as potato and parsnip. 


USING UP SCRAPS 

Turkey timbales are good, and are 
a splendid way of using up scraps 
of cold turkey which would be too 
small to make use of otherwise. This 
is how they are made: Cube the 
turkey finely, and, with two level 
tablespoonfuls each of butter and 
flour well blended with 4 pint of 
milk to make a creamy sauce, mix 
together and allow to cool. Then 
add one well-beaten egg and divide 
up the mixture into buttered 
ramekins and cover with grated 
cheese ard breadcrumb, bake twenty 
minutes in a slow oven. This is 
enough for six people. 

Turkey and han croquettes are 
made with minced turkey and ham, 
one teaspoonful of chopped raw 
onion, chopped parsley and celery, 
all blended into a thick, cream 
white sauce and well seasoned. 
Divide into small rolls and dip in 
egg yolk and breadcrumb, and fry 
quickly in deep fat. 

The following recipe was suggested 
to me by rn American woman who 
is well-known for her clever ideas 
on cookery. Line 3 number of well- 
buttered +;amekins with cooked 
macaroni, cut into short lengths, and 
take your spiced beef and ha:n, 
diced small, mix with any remains 
of sausage meat or turkey stuffing, 
season well, and moisten with a little 
thickened ham steck.

Between them 
these attacks imposed the most severe 
strain on the armies attacking the 
great Volga city. The German 
reaction was what was to have heen 
expected—defence against the major 
northern stroke. Counter-attack

In this context it is essential 
to realise that such expressions 
as:—*‘ Barring the way ' westward

As the pleasant distractions of 
another ‘emergency ” Christmas- 
tide begin to fade, the minds of 
responsible citizens will turn to 
thoughts of another year of 
‘change and uncertainty. The 
application of a cold douche at 
such a season may be disagree- 
able, but the community’s health 
demands that the shock must be 
suffered. While something. may 
be said for a motnentary dis- 


regard of the prices of our 
Christmas gifts and entertain- 
ments, nothing but disaster 


could be expected from the con- 
tinuance of a spirit of indifference 
to the forces which threaten to 
disrupt the foundations of our 
economic and social life. There 
is no hope of safety in a spirit of 
thankfulness that this country 
has been immune from the 
physical violence of war. From 
such comforting reflections there 
can = spring an utterly false 
sense of security. Not until we 
face the disturbing fact that the 
economic impacts of war already 
have destroyed many of the land- 
marks on which the country has 
relied for economic guidance, and 
the further fact that many of 
those which remain are not un- 
likely to be submerged in the 
rising tide of economic warfare, 
is there any hope of quiet and 
successful adjustments of Irish 
social life to a new world orcer. 
One deeply significant indication 
of the subtle forces which have 
been at play since the outbreak 
of war to undermine the founda- 
tions of Irish domestic life is 
tuuched upon by a contributor 
thie morning. It is the simple 
fuct—so present to the mind of 
every housewife—that costs of 
living continue to mount at truly 
alarming rates, and that to-day’s 
pound note only can _ purchase 
less than two-thirds—in many 
caser less than one-half—of the 
necessities for which the shop- 


keeper willingly would have 
exchanged it three years ago. 
This fact, in the jargon of 
economists, means that this 


country has been caught in the 
vicious and ever-rising spiral of 
With twice 
the number of pound notes in 
circulation, with exports and im- 
ports decreased, and with in- 
dustries crippled for lack of raw 
material and equipment, prices 
continue to pursue their upwards 
course. Restrictions of imports 
combine with the avarice of many 
traders, who seize every oppor- 
tunity to hold the community to 
ransom, and to place many of 
life’s necessities beyond the reach 
of needy households. Behind a 
facade of stock exchange prosperity 
lie the realities of empty larders 
and hungry children. 

Such are but some indications 
of to-day’s position and of to- 
morrow’s prospects. What, if 
anything, can be done to establish 
a working balance between the 
weslth of the few and the in- 
creasing poverty of the many? 
What steps do our party leaders 
propose to take? Will they pre- 
cipitate a general election? Will 
they add political turmoil to the 
present welter of almost insoluble 
economic problems? Will th v 
offer the stones of party politics 
to a community whose exigent 
need is for materia] sustenance? 
Could any expedient be more 
barren of hope, or less inspired 
by the counsels of true statesmen- 
ship? Surely to-day’s insistent 
need is for a mobilisation of the 


best and coolest political brains, | 


for calm and scientific studies 
of ecpnomic difficulties, and 
for action regardless of party 
differences: Nothing surely could 
bespeak a more complete abdica- 


tion of statesmanship than a 
decision to seek solutions of 
complex and elusive economic 


problems from auctions of party 
prescriptions at the hustings. 
Two years ago party leaders 
agreed to co-operate in the. 
counsels of a Defence Conference 
concerned with dangers which, we 
hope, never may arise. To-day the 
urgent need is for defence against 
not less real dangers, which 
already have overtaken—and 
threaten to play havoc with the 


life of—the general body of 
citizens. How is it that our 
political leaders yet have to 


become alive to the reality and 
the magnitude of such dangers? 
Can it be that the approach of 
these dangers has ben so 
gradual as to lull legislators and 
leaders into an entirely false 
sense of security? Have they yet 
to realise that creeping paralysis 
may be more fatal than the 
fracture which yields to surgical 
treatment? If, and when, that 
truth is driven home to the minds 
of party leaders, we cannot but 
believe that some alternative— 
be it a Coalition Government or 
an Economic Defence Council— 
will be found to the barren 


Meanwhile let us counsel our 
leaders not to be _ deceived 
by appearances of momentary 
prosperity. Land and property 
prices may advance; stocks and 
shares may appreciate; old in- 
dustries may seem to prosper and 
new ones to flourish; but behind 
all these deceptive signs of 
effervescent prosperity lie the 
grim realities of empty firegrates 
and cupboards, and of heartbreak- 
ing struggles to keep. pace with 
the rising cost of domestic neces- 
sities.

His first 
announcement as Chief Magistrate 
was that he did not intend to follow 
the example of his predecessors. who 
entertained Councillors to luncheon 
at the monthly meetings. It was 
obvious during the summer that his 
powers were failing, and proceedings 
for libel, instituted by himself and 
nine other members of the Corpora- 
tion, against a Belfast newspaper, 
imposed a considerable strain upon 
him. Alderman Black was head of 
the firm of G. R. Black and Co., 
clothing manufacturers. 


REV. A. MACARDLE, S.J. 

The Rev. Andrew Macardle, 8. J., 
died on December 27th in a Dublin 
nursing home. He had been in fail- 
ing health for some time. He was 
born in 1863, and was a member of 
a well-known Dundalk family, being 
a son of the late Mr, E. H. Macardle. 
J He entered the Society of 
Jesus in 1883, and made his philo- 
sophical and theological studies at 
Milltown Park. -He was ordained at 
St. Francis Xavier's, Upper 
Gardiner street, in 1896 by the late 
Most Rev. Dr... Walsh. e worked 
for ten years as a missioner, and was

Father Macardle was a zealous and 
devoted priest. He excelled as a 
confessor and in the instruction of 
converts, of whom he received a 
large number into the Catholic 
Church. He was a man of kindly 
and generous character, and will be 
mourned by a large circle of friends, 
He is survived by his brothers, Mr. 
John St. Patrick Macardle, Mr. 
Peter Macardle, solicitor, Dundalk, 
and by his sister, Mrs. Murphy. The 
other members of the family were 
the late Sir Thomas Callan Macardle, 
Mr. Michael Macardle, Mr. Joseph 
Macardle, Solicitor, and Miss Nellie 
Macardle. 


REV. T. MANNING, C.M.

THE WATCHMAN’S FIRE 


Even a W. W. Jacobs could get 
only one story out of Dublin’s 
night-watchmen nowadays—and the 
leitmotif of that story would be 
chilblains, with variations on cold 
feet and chapped fingers. 

The night-watchmen are feeling the 
cold. rapped like Egyptian 
mummies in overcoats, sacking, and 
mufflers, they are crouched in their 
municipal sentry-boxes from the 
Dodder to Donnycarney, and their 
shivering plaints rise unanimously 


on the frosty air—‘‘ Emergency 
turf! . . . Sure, there's no heat out- 
doors in that stuff! .. .

“ Everywhere 1 go 1 find people 
talking of re-planning London, ' said 
the visitor. ‘‘ What most people 
forget about the city is that its 
life centres upon the river, and its 
trade turns upon its exchanges— 
wool, coal, Lloyd’s, the Baltic, the 
Stock Market—those are the things 
that decided the original shape and 
growth of London. Those are the 
things that will always affect its 
share and size. I agree—anybody 
but a soulless idiot must agree— 
that its Cathedral and some of the 
little churches are the glory of the 
city, but London isn’t primarily a 
health resort or a museum, it is 
primarily a great commercial centre, 
a great port, the place where millions 
of people make their livelihoods... 
London isn’t a thing to be planned ; 
it is a living organism with a life of 
its own, with aspirations as well as 
traditions, the one shaping the 
other. ... We have to realise that 
the only men to re-plan London are 
the men who work there, and adven- 
ture their fortunes there, and take 
the trouble to sit on the Common 
Council and study the problems of 
London City and London port... 
We are now threatened with having 
a London planned for us by ‘experts’ 
who have never spent a working day 
in London, or any other real city,’ 
concluded the great novelist.

The Potato 


Wheat is by far the largest import 
into Britain, and also the bulkiest. 
Lord Woolton is not anxious to 
ration bread; he is saying: ‘‘ Eat 
more potatoes instead of bread. 

‘* Potatoes are a full substitute for 
bread,” he said to-day. '' Eat them 
three days a week for breakfast, and 
at least twice a week make them 
the main dish at the main meal. 
This will reduce wheat imports and 
save ao The potato is to-day 
the key to the food problem. With- 
out, a definite reduction in the con- 


sumption of bread I cannot guarantee 
the continuation of our p t varied 
menu.”’ 

Some of the richest potato- 


growing land in the country is 
threatened with the eelworm. 
dressing of calcium cyanamide has 
been found to reduce the numbers 
of these pests in the soil, and help 
the vrop to overcome them. This 
particular nitrogenous fertiliser 
comes from Scandinavia, and is at 
present very scarce. When eelworm 
cysts are found in the soil, agri- 
cultural experts recommend an 
interval of seven to eight years 
before growing potatoes again on 
the same lands. 


Planned Cropping 


The Coanty Horticultural Super- 
intendent of Somerset has found 
that the demonstration plot in a 
public place is the most practical 
and efficient means of demonstrating 
the methods for the production of 
food for home use from a 10-rod 
plot. During the past three seasons 
this Western county has had these 
plots in its various districts on soil 
ranging from very light sandy soil 
to heavy clay. In 1941 to 1942 there 
were seventeen plots in fourteen 
towns, five of them having been 
under cultivation for more than 
twenty years, while the dozen new 
plots have been laid down since 
1939. For the second year in 
succession, these demonstrations 
have provided proof that, for an 
expenditure of less than £4 a plot 
Aor rent, manures, seeds and sun- 
dries, and an average of three hours’ 
labour a week, about a ton of food 
can be produced from each plot in 
such a way that an almost even 
supply of fresh vegetables for the 
home is assured throughout the 
' The value of the produce 
from the demonstration plots ranged 
from £17 lls. 3d. to £24 for a 
10-rod plot, while the two 5-rod 
plots produced crops to the value 


of £10 11$. 3d. and £11 Ils. 3d.
